Sno rting steam eng ines, thro bbing mo ­ 
to rs, clang ing street cars, all present to us 
the fact that this is a marvelo us ag e o f 
machines. 
Lo ng distance co mmunicatio n 
i r carried o n by mechanical devices. 
Our 
vast flo o d o f literature is published and 
put o n the market by machinery . 
The in­ 
tricate o rg anizatio n o f a mo dern facto ry 
o r business co rpo ratio n invo lves the wide­ 
spread use o f machines, so metimes po wer­ 
ful and dy namic so metimes hig hly co m­ 
plex and minute. 
The dro ne o f airplane 
pro pellers, the clicking o f teleg raph key s 
and o f g enerato rs in po wer plants are all 
parts o f the mo dern wo rld. 
Pho to g raphy , 
chemistry , navig atio n, building co nstruc­ 
tio n, military o rg anizatio n, fo o d pro duc­ 
tio n, mining, are carried o n by inventive 
pro cesses invo lving the emplo y ment o f ma­ 
chinery . 
Witho ut such devices N ew Yo rk 
city wo uld perish, Lo ndo n wo uld disinte­ 
grate, republican g o vernment wo uld be 
impo ssible. 
And y et the ag e o f machinery is o nly 
o ne hundred and seventy -five y ears o ld. 
The Euro pean o r American o f 1750 prac­ 
ticed agriculture much as the Baby lo nians 
in the ag e o f Hammurabi. 
Live sto ck 
raising and fo o d pro ductio n o f the eig h­ 
teenth century were slo w and clumsy as 
had been the case fo ur tho usand y ears 
earlier. 
Do wn to to day the Eg y ptian pea­ 
sant raises his cro ps by the same tedio us 
pro cesses as were emplo y ed in the day s o f 
Mo ses o r o f the py ramid builders. Farm­ 
ing in East India, China o r J apan has 
chang ed little during the co urse o f tho u­ 
sands o f y ears. Dense po pulatio ns wo rk 
small farms intensively by human po wer 
as was the case centuries ago . 
But the Western Wo rld has taken to ma­ 
chinery and to mechanical pro cesses. Auto ­ 
mo biles transpo rt us every where. By radio 
w e co mmunicate with Euro pe and by cable 
with Australia. A g reat mo dern printing 
press can pro duce mo re bo o ks in a y ear 
than there are baked clay tablets scatter­ 
ed all thro ug h Mesapo tamia. 
A steam 
derrick has g reater lifting capacity than 
the co mbined strength o f tho usands o f 
labo rers in the ag e o f Rameses 11- 
Cath­ 
edral building in mediaeval Euro pe co ver­ 
ed g eneratio ns o r even several centuries. 
But structural steel wo rkers can no w put 
up a 40-sto ry o ffice building o r a g reat 
suspensio n bridg e in a few y ears. 
It is difficult to realize that practically 
no thing o f this ex isted befo re 1750, but 
such is nevertheless the case. 
Deleg ates 
fro m the thirteen co lo nies o n the eve o f 
the American Revo lutio n lo o ked o n each 
o ther as the ambassado rs o f fo reig n co un­ 
tries, so widely were they separated in 
tho se day s o f clumsy transpo rtatio n. Slo w 
hand pro cesses and weak human po wer 
did almo st all wo rk. 
But to day we g ene­ 
rate po wer o n a vast scale and do pro duc­ 
tive wo rk and carry o n transpo rtatio n by 
machinery . Steam and electricity drive the 
mo dern wo rld. 
In pro cesses o f life we 
are farther fro m Washing to n and Benja­ 
min Franklin than they were fro m Nebu­ 
chadnezzar o r Cy rus the Great.

THE RETURN OF POINCARE 
Fro m St. Lo uis Po st-Dispatch. 
In an ho ur o f desperatio n, France has 
o nce mo re accepted the leadership o f Ray ­ 
mo nd Po incare. 
The reappearance o f this 
implacable 
hater 
and 
saber-rattier 
no 
do ubt is in answer to the plea fo r ‘‘a 
stro ng man’' to succeed the ineffectual­ 
ities o f B riand and Herrio t- 
Po incare, 
like his predecesso rs, is an o ld sto ry in 
French po litics, but a sto ry o f distinctly 
individual savo r. 
He has been ho lding 
ministerial 
po rtfo lio s o ff and 
o n 
since 
18 9 3, including two tenures o f the pre­ 
miership, o ne in 19 12 and the o ther fro m 
19 22 to 19 24. 
An indefatig able wo rker 
and a man o f unusual fo rce and vigo r, he 
has made a deep impress o n French po li­ 
tics. 
Po incare’s perso nal fo rce became fam ­ 
o us in 19 13, when he was elected to the 
presidency o f France, an event which cus­ 
to marily assigns a man, at least while he 
is ho lding the o ffice, to the po litical g rave­ 
y ard. 
Po incare refused to accept the ro le 
o f pale fig urehead which traditio n assigns 
to the presidency , and became instead the 
do minant and ruling fo rce in the g o vern­ 
ment. 
He understo o d and anticipated the 
dang er o f German invasio n, and was a po ­ 
tent influence in i^tregthening the entente 
co rdiale ag ainst the co ming war, and in 
ho arding French manpo wer by the device 
o f the three-y ear service law. 
Po incare’s strength is co unterbalanced 
by his bitterness and his prejudices. 
He 
beg an to indulg e the latter as so o n as he 
succeeded 
Briand 
as 
prmier 
in 
19 22. 
Po incare's hatred o f Germany led him 
into rash and ex treme measures against 
that co untry , chiefly the disastro us inva­ 
sio n o f the Ruhr. 
In France, Po incare 
fo stered a spirit o f belligerent natio nalism 
which has lo wered French prestige and 
alienated to a large ex tent the lo ve and 
sy mpathy 
in 
which 
Franc 
was 
held 
thro ug ho ut the wo rld during and immedi­ 
ately after the war. 
Under a sto rm o f co ndemnatio n, and 
smarting fro m the wo eful effects o f his 
Ruhr invasio n, Po incare, in 19 24, surrend­ 
ered the premiership to Herrio t. 
France 
had swung fro m a reactio nary to the lead­ 
er o f the radical left. 
We feel it no ex ­ 
ag g eratio n to say that Po incare was tho r­ 
o ug hly discredited in his o wn co untry , and 
that France breathed easier o nce it was 
rid o f his rash leadership. 
Certainly , o ut­ 
side o f France, Po incare and his po licies 
were widely and vehemently deno unced. 
But France has a way o f. fo rg etting 
Just as it ex iled Gaillaux and then enthus­ 
iastically resto red him to po wer, o nly to 
kick him o ut o f o ffice twice within a few 
mo nths, so it risks again the dang ers o f 
Po incareism.
